Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can you 
explain what a "black hairy 
tongue" means? A doctor 
noticed this recently while 
examining my throat. 

He acted as if it was 
something territde but offered 
no explanation. I have been 
worried about it. What causes it 
and is th^re any way to get rid 
of it? - Mrs. G. 

The tongue is covered with 
tiny pillar-like structures or 
projections called papillae. 
Irritation of various types can 
cause these to enlarge; 
material (food particles, etc.) 
can be trapped t>etween them 
and cause "a coated tongue." 

Various molds and funguses 
also can be involved, producing 
a furred, black tongue, that, 
incidentally, is not unusual 
after one has been taking an- 
Ubiotics. The antibiotics sup- 
press bacteria (good or lud) 
and microorganisms of other 
types tend to flourish &s the 
tiacteria are suppressed/ 

Anyway, any one of quite a lot 
of situations can cause a 
darkish coating, and that is 
what is meant by "black hairy 
tongue." 

Excessive smbUng can bring 
about a brownish-blackish 
oofor, another version of the 
same thing. 

I suspected that you misin- 
-teipreted-the-dootor^tone-of- 
voice; a black, furry tongue 
may contribute to unpleasant 
mouth odor, but other than that 
it isn't a serious nratter. 

If you have had recent 
treatment with antibiotics, the 
condition will correct itself in_ 
time. If you smoke a lot,' citt 
down. 

For the time being, scraping 
the tongue with a spoon or a 
toothlx-iish will help get rid of 

Uie "hairiness."

ijeen having small white spots 
appearing on my foot, hand, and 
genital area. I am 44. Can you 
tell me what the trouble is and 
what I can do for it? — Mrs. 
N.H. - 

Probably, from the 
description, a form of vitiligo — 
a disorder in i^ch Uie skin 
loses its pigment, or coloring 
matter. 

This can attack anyone, 
regardless of age or race, but in 
-faleck~peo|de it-is much more 
noticeable because the spots are 
dead white, and the contrast 
makes them stand out. 

Dermatologists have tried to 
treat the condition but with 
indifferent results, so I would 
have to say no . there's n othing 
to do except, in areas that show, 
to use cosmetics to. cover the 
light spots. 

Fortunately vitiligo is not a 
threat to health; the only harm 
it does is in appearance.
